On Saturday, about a quarter before 
eleven, the signal was given to the engine.

They were slung by 
the middle, and as they emerged out of the 
dark cavernous shaft to the outer world, 
their faces, from the position in which 
they were slung, were upturned to the 
clear, blue sky. They were attired in the
